MR. HUGHES ON MR. LODGE. 
Even the most exalted 
and dignified 
cabinet members have to take off their 
* coats and labor in the political vineyard 
now. The g. o. p. is badly scared as a re­ 
sult of the elections, and every body in the 
party, from the president down, is expect- 
/ ed to do his share. But this state of affairs 
began even before November 7, for at the 
* very beginning of the campaign republican j 
"* leaders had forebodings and called lustly 
.for help. The response was general from the 
office holders, even the cabinet members 
^taking off their coats and wading into the 
struggle. 
To Secretary Hughes fell the 
task of going 
into . Massachusetts 
and 
whooping up 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 
Mr. 
Hughes was the inevitable selection for this 
* "duty, since he is at the head of our foreign 
affairs, and it is in foreign affairs that Mr. 
Lodge is supposed to shine with a particu- 
bright light. 
How eager Mr. Hughes was for the job 
* may never be known, but, having no choice 
'. in the matter, he made the best of it. 
He 
told his hearers in his speech at Boston that 
* Mr. Lodge was a very great man, whose 
services to the nation had been incalcula- 
r. ble. 
Some persons in his audience must 
have been amused at the spectacle—Mr. 
Hughes, one of the thirty-odd republicans 
¡ mho issued the famous statement promising 
the American people that a vote for Har­ 
ding was a vote for the League of Nations, 
praising to the skies Henry Cabot Lodge, 
--chief of the League’s assassins. It must 
hate amused some of his auditors, too, to 
note how often and with what reverence 
Hughes quoted the utterances of Theo- 
j£ dore Roosevelt 
In other days, it will be 
£ recalled, Mr. Hughes and Mr. Roosevelt 
£ were not always bosom pals, and it has 
Z be£n alleged that uflon one occasion the 
| latter referred to the former as the “beared 
£ lady.” These little things are forgotten now 
£ by good—and scared—republicans. 
The 
£ Roosevelt tradition is a party asset. There- 
£ fore, they work it to the limit. 
One of Mr. Hughes’ quotations from 
T. Roosevelt must have been especially enter- 
21 taining to those of his listeners squipped 
£ with fairly long memories. 
“It was,” de- 
Z clared Mr. Hughes, “Theodore Roosevelt 
£ who said 
of Henry Cabot Lodge 
that 
£ throughout his long service in senate and 
C house he had ‘ever stood foremost among 
z those who upheld with farsighted fearless- 
£ ness and strict justice to others our nation- 
£ al honor and honesty.’ ” It is that last word j 
£ that contains the sting. In the best known 
Z and most conspicuous chapter of his long 
-career, “our national honesty” was treated |

SITTING ON A RED HOT STOVE. 
“Tranquility” is the watchword of the 
new Bonar Law British government. Per­ 
haps it is a catchword rather than a watch-1 
word, employed chiefly to catch support, 
since tranquility is what the British people 
most desire; but, Tiowever that may be, it 
is just a word, nothing more, and a word, 
that represents, so far as the British people 
are concerned, nothing but a vague and 
tenuous hope. 
There is very little likeli­ 
hood that they are going to enjoy tranquili­ 
ty for a long time, no matter what states­ 
man heads the government. 
This grows plainer every day, and it must 
make Lloyd George chuckle. The new gov­ 
ernment w as hardly settled in its seat when | 
a new crisis flamed out in the Near Bast. 
Bonar Law is now confronted by a problem 
there which threatens to become quite as 
sharp and trickery as the one that Lloyd 
George took hold of like a brave man when 
he seht British dreadnaughts and troops to 
hold the Dardanelles. Will Bonar Law get 
out of Constantinople at a double quick at 
the behest of the insolent Turk? Not other­ 
wise can the tranquility w hich he desires be 
attained. 
And, as if the new’ Turkish crisis were 
not enough, here is the 
old 
and 
even 
tougher problem of German reparations 
coming up again. The French are .pressing 
for a definite settlement and Bonar Law 
has agreed to make another attempt at 
one. 
It does not promise to be a tranquil 
occasion. So many observers agree that a 
new spirit is abroad in Germany that there 
must be more than a little truth in their 
statements. They declare that Germany is 
fast approaching the point w’hen in sheer 
desperation she will defy the allies. They 
say that many formerly moderate Germans 
are now in favor of this program because 
they believo that only after the French 
have applied force and have discovered 
that the application of force cannot bring 
results will it be possible to secure revision 
of the Versailles Treaty. 
These tendencies do not indicate a period 
of tranquility for Bonar Law or for the 
British premier during the next several 
months whoever he may be or for the Brit­ 
ish people. 
The conservative leader has 
promised his countrymen a “negative poli­ 
cy,” a policy of sitting still. What with the 
Turks and the Germans and the French, to 
say nothing of the Russians and 
the 
Italians, he is going to find “sitting still” as 
difficult as it was found to be by the man 
who sat on a red hot stove. It is a red hot 
problem, this European problem, and that 
is one of the main 
reasons why Lloyd 
George never sat still, but kept shifting 
around from one point to another.

W hen the earliest men ivere thirsty 
and came to a brook or spring, what 
did they do? Some of them doubt­ 
less stooped down and put their lips 
to the w ater to drink.

ably formed the palms of their hands 
into the shape of a cup or bowl thus 
making it the first drinking vessel. 
The next step was very likely 
to 
use large shells for cups. 
The hol­ 
low horns of anim als may have been 
used sometimes, especially' to carry' 
w ater from place to place. 
O ther things which have been used 
for holding and carrying w ater are 
cocoanut shells 
and 
gourds.

skins and Stomachs of slain anim als

FEDERAL TAXES 


WASHHINGTO.V, Nov. 
27.—Fed- 
eral tax collections for 
the fiscal 
year, ended June 30, 1922, fell off al­ 
most 1,400 million dollars or 30 per 
cent, as compared with the previous 
year, according to the annual report 
of the internal rvenue bureau, issued 
tonight by Commissioner Blair. 
In­ 
come and profits taxes collected dur­ 
ing the year showd a decrease of 
1,141 million dollars or 35 per cent. 
Total tax collections for the year 
were $3,197,451,083 compared with 
$4,595,357,061 for 1921, while income 
and profits taxes for 1922 amounted 
to $2,086,918.464 against $3,228,137,- 
673 the previous year. 
Miscellaneous collections

110.532.613, for 1922, a decrease of
